A simple but good layer cake 
with a well-flavored filling is al­ 
way* a welcome addition to the 
menu. 
Take three tablespoonfuls of but­ 
ter, cream it until soft and waxy, 
then add one cupful of sugar grad­ 
ually until it is wdll blended with 
the butter. M easure one-half cupful 
of milk, two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, sifted and well mixed with 
two cupfuls of flour; add a little 
of the milk and flour alternately 
until all are added; add two beaten 
eggs; flavor with a teaspoonful of 
flavoring, using one-half teaspoon­ 
ful of almond extract and the re­ 
m ainder of the spoonful of vanilla. 
B eat well and bake in two layers. 
P ut together with bolled frosting 
flavored with vanilla and one-half 
cupful each of finely-minced walnut 
m eats and raisins. 
F or the frost­ 
ing take one cupful of sugar, one- 
q u arter cupful of w ater; boil until 
like honey; take three tablespoon­ 
fuls of the hot sirup, drop over the 
w hite of egg, partly beaten, then 
finish boiling the Sirup until it hairs 
and pour slowly over the egg white, 
beating briskly.

STRANGE MUSICAL VOYAGE of S. S. PRISCILLA 


PHANTOM MELODY 
FLOODED EVERY 
PART OF STEAMER 


Men and wom en danced to music 
played by no musician on 
board and ship's cook 
jigged to phantom 
tune. 


r One of the strangest voyages on 
record was the trip made this m onth 
by the Steamer Priscilla of the Fall 
River 
Line 
through Long 
Island 
Sound. 
On the deck in the cool October 
air men and women danced calmly 
to music which was played by no 
musician on the boat. 
In the fore­ 
castle members of the crew off watch 
jigged and kept time to tunes which 
were not made by any musical instru­ 
m ent on board. 
Barges are loaded every day with 
coal, and ships with bales of m er­ 
chandise for the ports of all nations; 
but only one boat 
has ever 
been 
filled with music—from the quarters 
of the crew far forward to the saloon 
deck of the passengers far aft, and 
from the freight deck below to the 
spar deck above. 
If. this trip had taken place even 
tw enty years ago there would prob­ 
ably have been panic and excitement. 
Instead of dancing calmly, the pas­ 
sengers would surely have rushed to 
and fro. 
Yet the fact that the Pris­ 
cilla embarked with 
her cargo 
of 
music in a day when radio is a by­ 
w ard makes the trip no less strange, 
no less remarkable. 
F or it was not 
the reception of music by radio that 
W’as so unusual as the fact that the 
music was everywhere on the boat. 
O n any deck, in almost every turn 
of the boat’s 
superstructure 
there 
was the same rendition, to all ap­ 
pearances direct from musical instru­ 
ments.

Parked on the freight deck forward 
W’as an automobile truck which car­ 
ried a radio set to receive entertain­ 
ment out of the air. 
But its chief 
equipment 
w’as a 
Public 
Address 
System 
installed 
by the 
W estern 
Electric Company and operated by a 
crew’ of W estern Electric amplifica- 
tionists. T he radio reception was not 
extraordinary—but the program was 
amplified 
and 
distributed uniform ly 
through sound projectors 
in 
every 
part f it the steam er where passengers 
and crew assembled. 
The dancers 
on the deck, passengers in the writing 
room, the grand saloon, the dining 
room, and every part of the cabins 
and decks heard the entertainm ent 
simultaneously, just as if each tyere 
listening to the original progra v.

adjuncts can only be objected to by those having a very nar­ 
r o w viewpoint. 
Automobiles can run without pneumatic tires, but they 
make riding easier. 
Adjustments can be given without using 
adjuncts, but they make adjustm ents more agreeable. 
The Chiropractor who objects to the use of these things is 
usually the one who decries the worth of diagnosis, never uses 
a clinical therm om eter, never takes the blood pressure, never 
examines the urine or the heart and still adjusts for such ail­ 
ments. 
Without such examinations, how does be know if the 
fever is getting better or not? 
If he is adjusting for high 
blood pressure—and adjustm ents will usually help it 
how does 
he know’ when it is better or cured? 
Can he tell if one has 
diabetes or Bright’s disease without examining the urine? 
He 
can not. 
Can he tell if there is less sugar or albumen in the 
urine of such cases without examination? 
If he does not make 
such examinations, I contend he is unscientific, incompetent 
and can not obtain the respect of intelligent people. 
It is usually the Chiropractor who does not make such 
scientific examinations or approve of them, that objects to the 
use of anything but adjustm ents to get one well, and has the 
rashness to state: “The man who uses these adjuncts * * » 
is neither a first class Chiropractor, nor is he first class in 
any other respect."’ 
I am willing to let the public decide who 
is first class, 
I know’ that lf I were the patient and my doctor never 
made any examination, to more thoroughly determine my con­ 
dition, I could not have much confidence in him, and I do not 
believe other intelligent people would either. 
To say that a Chiropractor is not first class because he 
uses a vibrator, etc., sounds ridiculous. 
Many people ridicule Chiropractic because they have heard 
these fanatical, untenable opinions expressed by some extremely 
radical member of our profession. 
Don t think we are all like 
that. 
The majority are taught in accordance with recognized 
scientific facts, though some do deny the value of diagnosis, 
diet or merit in any other system. 
C h iro p ra c tic — when combined with common sense—is super­ 
ior in all-round usefulness to any other single method. 
The competent Chiropractor will make any examination 
necessary to determine the patient s condition. 
He should be 
able to recognize incurable cases, and not attem pt to cure 
everything by adjustments. 
He should give the health and comfort of his patients first 
consideration, and should do anything to promote their welfare 
which is not legally forbidden.

The New Haven Journal-Courier is be­ 
ginning to worry 
somewhat over the si­ 
lence of President Coolidge. 
It expresses 
its anxieties in the following language: 
“We are inclined 
to 
believe that 
President Coolidge is the victim of his 
own temperament, which, put to the 
test by the demands on the great of­ 
fice he holds, fails to give a satisfac­ 
tory response. 
Reticence is an admir­ 
able trait under specific conditions; 
frankness is more admirable as a gen­ 
eral rule. 
Reticence invokes caution 
— possibly 
undue 
caution— while 
frankness breaks 
down 
criticism by 
letting in the light. 
If President Har­ 
ding ‘floundered,’ he did not risk the 
affection of his fellow countrymen. It 
was. poured out 
in 
unprecedented 
volume from all sections of the coun­ 
try when he died. 
Roosevelt won the 
hearts of the people through his can­ 
dor and Cleveland their profound re­ 
spect through the exercise of the same 
quality. 
If Mr. Coolidge actually in­ 
stitutes an era of silence, it will have 
an unfortunate effect upon his politi­ 
cal future. 
He’d better risk the other 
habit.” 
It is highly probable that this is good ad­ 
vice. 
But whether it can be followed or 
not depends mainly upon Mr. Coolidge him­ 
self. At his time of life it is difficult for a 
man to make himself over— change com­ 
pletely his personality and his methods. In­ 
deed, that is a hard enough task even when 
it is undertaken in youth and after middle 
age it becomes almost an impossible one.

It is a far cry from Franklin’s kite 
to the electric lighting, transporta­ 
tion and communicating systems of 
today, or from W att’s teakettle to 
the steam engines and ocean liners 
of the present; yet It is no farther in 
either of these cases than it is from 
the

in

Chiropractors, one out of every 886 
patients, off of which simply proves 
that a gang-plow in the hands of an 
ignorant peasant is far more efficient 
than a garden spade in the hands of 
the brightest, most learned and cul­ 
tured gentlemen in the world.

The First Thousand Miles 
Are The Hardest

If your automobile could speak up for itself, it first words most likely 
would be, “The first thousand miles are the hardest!” 
To those who take their cars as a mere matter of course—who have 
not given a great deal of thought to the features of design and construc­ 
tion upon which the proper performance of the engine hinges, it probably 
is not apparent w hy, during its first several weeks ,of service, it should 
be accorded any greater consideration than during later periods of its use- 
wni< 
in its dazzling newness. 
But ask any automotive engineer and he will tell you In plain terras 
• that more cars are ruined during the first few days of operation than 
are worn out by years of real hard and constant service. 
And ask the sales manager for any automobile factory and he will 


I tell you that these first few miles are the critical ones. 
On the manner 
in which the car is driven during this period largely depends the future 
attitude of the owner—whether he is going to register perfect satisfaction 
with his dar and be a booster for it, or is going to be one of the many who, 
between visits to the Service Station, make the withering remark, ‘ the 
cars of today aren’t what they used to be— they don’t put the stuff in 
them any more.” 
T hat’s all tommy-rot, really. 
New* 
alloys—new 
processes—better 
metals at lower cpsts—sounder knowledge of the benefits accruing from 
proper heat treatm ent—we never have had such good materials available 
to us; never have we had a greater will to .use them. 
But suppose we take a car fresh from the plant—what jjo we find? 
Cylinder castings which have been carefully finished—carefully treat­ 
ed either by aging or by heat treating—still they are not perfectly sea­ 
soned. 
It takes time to age them to a point where they will stand up 
under rapid tem perature changes of such magnitude as are encountered In 
the every-day service of the engine. 
And so it stands to reason that if we take out a brand new car and 
“step on it” for the best th at’s in It. we are risking taxing the cylinder 
castings beyond their capacity to recover—for high speeds mean full 
power—more fuel—more heat—greater likelihood of warping. 
Sometimes it’s the cylinder barrels that distort—the engine becomes 
a chronic “oil pumper”—we wonder why, and usually “blame it on the oil.” 
Then again the head casting may distort—there’s leakage through the 
gasket—loss of compression—loss of power—missing due to the entrance 
of air or w ater or both—hard starting—and a general “meanness” about 
the performance of the engine which even the installation of a new head 
gasket will not correct 
* 
A 
But more often than not, it’s the valve and valve seats which bcome 
misshapen—because adequate w ater jacketing here is hard to realize; 
there are many little areas for the local tem eratures to run high. 
So we 
get imperfectly seating valves—sometimes valve sticking—and all of the 
many deficiencies in performance which accompany such a radically wrong 
mechanical condition. 
\ 
If on the othei* hand, we break the car in at moderate speeds, entailing 
moderate power and temperature, we side-step such warping and Jts con­ 
sequent ills. 
It is just like learning to lift a cow. 
Try it without practice and you 
are likely to break your arm, dislocate your shoulder or otherwise injure 
yourself. 
But start wttfen the cow is a calf—lift it several times each day 
—get your body keyed up to the added strain as the calf matures and in 
due course you will be able to lift the cow' without overtaxing yourself— 
perhaps! 
So with the engine—tax it immediately with excessive tem peratures 
and you are likely to spoil it for good work forever after—gradually bring 
it up to the point where it can stand these higher temperatures and you 
make a better machine of it. 
But th a t’s not all, by any means. 
Just before the engine leaves the 
factory it is given a “run in” test—first it is turned over or belted in to 
limber it up—then it is run under its own power for a time, say several 
hours. 
The purpose of this run-in test Is to loosen the engine up—to bring the 
parts together to a better fit than the finishing tolls can possibly attain 
even with the best of workmanship. 
It is a wearing process, this run in 
work. 
It takes time to accomplish it fully—much more time than can 
be given at the factory. 
And so the engine reaches you still in a partially finished state, in­ 
sofar as perfect fits are concerned. The manufacturer relies on the service 
you are to give the car over that first thousand miles, to work in all the 
parts to really perfect fits. 
Nothing does it so well as moderate, tem perate operation for a long 
time—slow wear. 
If it could be successfully rushed, you can gamble that 
the m anufacturer would rush it. 
But to do so entails serious damage to 
the friction surfaces. 
Take a piston for instance. It is carefully fitted to a cylinder bore to 
allow a certain clearance. 
But the surface of neither piston nor cylinder 
wall Is perfect—there are high spots and low spots on each. 
So then, if we run the engine all out—subject it to great stress and 
high heat—the piston expands, tne high spots on the piston surface in­ 
terlock with those on the cylinder wall—scoring takes place. 
It may be severe— then the piston will seize and you will have a real 
bundle of grief to contend with. 
Or it may be'm ild—and you will then 
have another case of “oil pumping.” 
The same holds true to a lesser degree, with respect to all the friction 
surfaces within the engine. 
They can be brought either to a perfect 
finish or to approximate ruination in accordance with whether you drive 
with reason or with total disregard for the engine’s well being. 
The Correct Lubrication of the engine over this critical period plays 
a big part in safeguarding its parts against damage due to excesses im­ 
posed by thoughtless drivers. 
The instruction book of every m anufacturer says so—and lf further 
proof were wanted you might think over the fact that scores of manu­ 
facturers send their cars^out with the crankcases filled with Momiloil to 
protect the engine during this most critical period—and attach an etched 
metal plate bearing very definite instructions for its Correct Lubrication 
either to the engine itself or to the inside of the dash. 
There may be one on your car—ever read it? 
And so, for the protection of your new car against the damages which 
accrue from thoughtless driving over this first thousand 
miles—its 
hardest thousand miles—the following suggestions are worth while: 
Drive with moderation—over the first few hundred miles do not ex­ 
ceed 25 miles an hour—and do not think or driving “all out” until the 
thousand-mile point has been passed. 
Use a high-grade oil of exactly the correct body and character for your 
engine. 
Reliable dealers will refer to Correct Lubrication Charts and tell 
you the proper oil for your engine. 
Avoid the dealer who is willing to sell 
you any old oil without regard to its fitness for your motor. 
Drain the crankcase and refill with fresh oil after the first 500 miles 
—this is most important for there is considerable sediment which collects 
while the engine is breaking in and which impairs the lubricating value 
of the oil. 
After this initial draining, once in 1,000 miles is sufficient for 
most cars during summer—twice as often during winter. 
Try it when you get your new' car.
